(1877-1963) 


On July 25, 1916, a tunnel explosion 
trapped over twenty men working 228 
feet below Lake Evie. The huge clouds of 
smoke, gases, dust and debris made it 
impossible for anyone to search for sur: 
vivors. Just as it seemed hopeless, some- 

one remembered hearing about an 
invention by a man named Morgan, 
- Garrett Morgan had been trying to 
interest manufacturers in his invention 
for a long time. It was the “gas inhala- 
tor,” or gas mask, as we know it today. 
~Morgan-was-summoned and quickly 
arrived with his brother and two gas 
inhalators. Together they descended 
into the suffocating darkness, The 
crowd waited silently at the surface. 

Could anyone pene- 
trate the smoke and gas and come out 
Hive? 

Finally, Morgan emerged carryin 
survivor. Again and again, he returned 
to the hole until he had saved over a score 
of workmen.

-Griftin, Columbus Bite-Bi 
William (Plunk) Ford, Harlem 
Globetrotters, and Hop Cas- 
sady, Detroit Lions and Ohio 
State All-America, Wave 
flashed across the country:~ 

Holmes‘ fame as a wrestier 
has extended beyond the 
American Continent to 
Europe. in 1971 he won the 
National AAU Free-Style 
Champ at Tampa, Fla., and 
the U.S.A. Greco-Roman 
Tournament and represented 

.the U.S, at Sophia, Bulgaria. 

He has.compiled a very im- 
pressive amateur wrestling 
record, During his senior 
year at Central he won 19 of 
his 22 bouts. Since his 
school days, this 105 pounds, 
5'6" lad has mastered the In- 
ternational Free-Style and 
Greco-Roman ‘style of wrest- 
ling. 


His record will show that 
from 1968 through 1971, he 
was four times Ohio State 
Champ in both Free-Stylé 
and Greco-Roman wrestling.

A few years ago we had 
the pleasure of talking to Ed- 
die Robinson, crack football 
coach of Grambling Universi- 
ty a football power 

During our conversation he 
said, “Don't be surprised to 
see our black colleges 
playing white colleges on the 
gridiron. The era of black 
Playing black is soon coming 


“to an end.” 


We weren't surprised, 
but we are sure this trend 
means plenty of trouble for 
black colleges’ athletic pro- 
grams. 

We have been talking 
about integration so long bet- 
ween black and white 
colleges now that it is ap-+ 
parent they are quite distur- 
bed over the matter. 

The big reasons are in.part 
due» to. the, stepped up push 
for integration of schools 
with increased educational 
opportunities, but the change 
was bound to come. 

Now it is a question just 
how long black colleges can 
last. 

Southern University 
athletic director U.S. Jones 
said, “| think many of the 
state schools will become 
part of the so called 
predominantly white con- 
ferences.” 

“The black state schools 
volved with white schools in 
their same catégory, but 
recruiting is going. to be a 
more acute problem,’ he 
continued. 

We have been informed 
that several schools have 
withdrawn from al! black 
conferences in the past few 
years and entered into local 
athletic associations during 
recent years. 


that black conferences were 
operating in other conferen- 
ces. 

The big factor was 
traveling costs, which were 
often—exorbitant-because— 
teams would usually have to 
travel from 200 to 700 or 
moje milés to the opposing 
school and most of the 
traveling was made by bus. 

Jones further stated in his 
ramarks that the rising costs 
of operating quality athletic 
programs will mean that the 
state supported schools will 
be able to “hang on” but he 
wasn't sure about the fate of 
conferences comprised of 
private schools. 

Jones further said. “It is

tercollegiate Athletic Confer- 
ence. 

In 1967, the Midwestern 


_ Athletic Association announ- 


ced it was “quitting” because

the campus of its member in- 
stitutions and in the face of 
further integration believed 
to come about in the future, 

Imagine if you will, when 
the MWAA broke. up it-had 
only three members: Lincoln 
University, Jefferson, Mo.. 
Tennessee State University of 
Nashville and Kentucky State 
of Frankfort, Ky, At one time, 
these schools were also 
members: Wilberforce Uni- 
versity, Ohio, Tillotson 
College, Texas, Central State 
University in Ohio, Louisville 
Municipal Collage in Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia State 
College, Philander. Smith 
College in Arkansas, Texas 
Southern -University;-Gram— 
bling College in Louisiana 
and Jackson. State College in 
Miss. 

More than half of these 
colleges have affiliated them- 
selves with some athletic 
conferences.

WASHINGTON, D.C.--"It is entirely possible that

socio-economic, bilingual, and bicultural differences 
that exist in our country,” according to George W. 
Jones, director of the National Education 
Association's Center for Human Relations (CHR). 


The possibility that a third 
or more of American citizens 
are intellectually folded, 
mutilated or spindied before 
they have a chance to get 
through elementary school 
because of linguistically or 
culturally biased standar- 
dized tests, prompted the 
CHR to devote its annual 
conference to “Tests and Use 
of Tests—Violations of Human 
and Civil Rights.” The con- 
ference took place at the 
Statler Hilton Hotel here, Feb. 
18-20. 

The, purpose was to 
“examine the people who ad- 
minister those tests, the 
children and adults who.take 
them, and perhaps most im- 
portantly, how the test results 
are used and misused in the 
public schools, and later in 
employment practices,” 
Jones noted. 

ft dealt with at least four 
major—factors: (1). the 
language and concepts of 
the tests; (2) the intellectually 


the teacher giving 
tests; and (4) how the results 
of those tests are used to 
support or damage that child 


in school and throughout his 
life.

But even 
among our more ‘liberal’ 
citizens, ‘race prejudice’ 
relates only to the black- 
white controntation, and the 
controversial ‘melting pot’ or 
assimilation conflict. Both 
words, race and assimilation, 
should be examined more 
carefully, particularly when 
dealing with the discrimina- 
tion issue in testing,” Jones 
warms. 


TESTING IRRELEVANT 

“the subject of 1Q and 
achievement testing for In- 
dians is almost irrelevant,” 
according to LuLance Lujan, 
@ toos-Kiowa Indian “We are 
talking about some. 800,000 
or more people who are 
known as Indians, 250,000 of 
whom are children. Of the lat- 
ter group, 40 out of 1,900°of 
their brothers and sisters 
died-before they-had the op- 
portunity {6 live and die at 
the age of 64 (a life expec- 
tancy of six years less than 
other Americans). For these 
quarter-million Indian 
youngsters, survival is a 
priority—just the business of 
scratching up enough tood to 
stay alive is a daily necessity. 
The need to read and write, 
under these grotesque cir- 
cumstances, becomes as im- 
portant to them as the Nobel 
Peace Prize would be to a 
man condemned to death 
row.” 

Racial, cultural, historical, 
religious pride and a 
congenital determination to 
survive and maintain their 
national heritage have kept 
the Indians alive despite 
several hundred years of 
disentranchisement and 
slaughter "it isn't 
fashionable to slaughter us 
today,” Lujan says with 
justifiable bitterness, “‘but 
they continue to mutilate our 
minds by attempting to 
destroy our culture. In parts 
of America today Indian 
children survive hunger, 
disease and the elements 


only to face hostility and 
rejection from a white society 
that holds to a Caucasian 
superiority myth, Half-ted; 
half-clothed, and sensing this 
rejection, that Indian child 
may have to walk miles to the 
nearest school bus, face a 
white teacher who 
challenges him to justify his 
existence by taking a battery 
of tests in a language he 
does--not— comprehend, 
déaling with concepts that 
are completely foreign to 
him. | wonder how Dick and 
Jane would score on a sur- 
vival test designed by that In- 
dian kid and his tribe?" asks 
Lujan, who is coordinator for 
the CHR’s Indian Education. 
Sexual Blas 
Last, but by no means least, 
is the question of sexual 
discrimination in the public 
schools and on the higher 
education level, "It may be 
that 53 per cent of our 
population rocks the cradle, 
but rule the world they do 
not," ‘according to Shirley 
McCune, associate director 
of the CHR: "The second 
major women's revolution, 
calling not for domination but 
for simple justice and 
equality, is upon us. But this 
information has clearly not 
sifted down to the nation's 
schools, most of which 
operate on an intellectuat 
double standard. There is 
even evidence that many 
schools do not offer equal 
physical education facilities 
to girls, thus stunting their 
bodies as well as their 


minds,” Mrs. McCune notes 
A young girl may blossom 
into a mature, productive 
woman without benefit-of 
barbelis and boxing gloves 
but what are the schools 
doing about her self-concept. 
her hopes for a professional 
career, her identity as a per 
son? 

“There is reliable evidence 
that schools do discriminate 
agaist worsen, Counselors 
are ‘eluctent to encourage 
women to enter science, law, 
engineering, medicine--while 
stressing stenographic, nur- 
sing, teaching or home 
economics careers. College 
entrance examinations prove 
that women have at least 
equal intelligence, if not 
slightly superior in many 
professional areas, yet 
colleges continue to close 
their doors to women and 
abide by a sexual quota 
system. Five hundred such 
colleges now feel the legal 
sting of lawsuits filed against 
them for just this reason. In 
one college here in the 


nation’s capital, women 
Students are given 4 
‘femininity’ test, graded 


presumably on the degree of 
aggressiveness demon- 
strated. Men, incidentally, are 


not graded on _ their 
‘masculinity,’ or ‘femininity,’ 
for that matter," Mrs 


McCune notes 

The question of testing, 
therefore, becomes multi- 
faceted, and far more com- 
plicated than genetic 
superiority/interiority.

it le much to early to accurately 
evaluate the results of President Nixon's 
adventure in: personal diplomacy during 
his “China Trip,” but political experts are 
already conceding that as a pre-election 
gimmick, it has given the President a 
decided advantage over the array of 
rivals scrambling for the dubious oppor- 
tunity of facing him come November. 

But these same experts on foreign 
policy are already disturbed over the 
possibility that the trip could boomerang 
on Mr. Nixon if the trip leads the majority 
of Americans to believe that the trip has 
produced a solution, either to the war in 
Vietnam, or some remarkable change in 
the long sustained anti-American stance 
of the Chinese government. 

While the hours of televisicn coverage, 
that no purely partisan political cam- 
‘paign could afford to buy, has shown ihe 
President in a most favorable light, it has 
also enabled the Chinese government to 
get in some excellent propaganda licks 
not only to the American public, but also 
to the leaders of Asian nations on which 
China expects to eventually provide top 
leadership. 

Even 50, the President has succeeded 
In putting the American foot In the door 
of China, and since, during the past two 
decades, the relations between China 
and the U.S.A. had reached a maximum 
“low,” the prospects for improvement are 
excellent. 

High point of the well-acted charade in 
China is that China has assumed the role 
of the offended, and America given the 
role of apologists. in brief, the substance 
of the exchanges between Nixon, Chou 
and Chairman Mao runs somewhat like 
this; 

NIXON: We want to be friends to the 
Chinese people. 

MAO: The Chinese people want to be 
triends with the American people. 

CHOU: What took you so long— as 
early as 1955 the Chinese government 
stated its willingness to sit down and ac- 
tually negotiate with the U.S. govern- 
ment. 

So, now that the two “head men,” 
Nixon and Mao have seen each other in 
the tlesh, have broken bread together, 
and had a chance to do some mental 
sparring, the groundwork has been set 
for developments that still may be stow 
and tortuous. 

The best that President Nixon can 
hope for is that the approachment with 
the Chinese will not serve to cause the 
Russians to step step up their efforts to 

bring the U.S. into further disrepute with 
those Asian countries thet she seeks to 
influence, and ultimately to control.

The prostitutes who ply our streets, 
are not looking for Black men. It is the. 
suburbanites who seek their bodies. The 
automobile thieves and robbers dispose 
‘of their loot to white fences whose resi- 
dence are\in suburbia. 

it. is utterly unfair then that Black 
neighborhoods should have the stigma 
of lawlessness when, in fact, the real cul- 
prits are the white suburbs. Conniving 
and prejudiced policemen are also great 
contributors to this hypocrisy. 

A suspicious Negro in white surbur- 
bia is far more likely to get arrested than 
is a white person caught with a prostitute 
in a Black area. If there is any way to 
cover up a white-committed, crime in a 
Black area, it will be done: - 

Unfortunately, Negroes are not in 
charge of the statistics, If they are tam- 
pered-with or-changed,-we are not in a 
position to know this. So, when, at the 
end of the year, the crime statistics are 
totaled up, the Black community is the 
focal point of blame. Suburbia uses them 
to_prove their accusations that we are a_ 
lawless -people>that-our-children-would 
contaminate theirs if they were in the 
same school. They demand that white- 
owned factories move out of the central 
city because white workers are afraid to 
come to work in the areas. 

Bosh! The biggest hypocrites in 
America today, are these so-called 
racists ‘who preach one thing in their 
neighborhoods and, in the privacy of 
facelessness, practice another.

The China Trip 


Few events in recent years have stirred 
puolic excitement % much es Presiden 
Nixon's journey to China, a journey that 
could have far-reaching implications for 
the search for peace, The public 
followed the receptions and public 
events on television with mounting in- 
terest. 

While it is far too early for anyone to 
assess the results of the trip, which, in 
any. Case, probably won't be seen for 
Some time to come, there are some ob- 
Servations black Americans are making. 

The first is the great flexibility with 
which the government can move on an 
issue it wants action on. For the past two 
decades China has been branded an in- 
ternational outlaw, a militaristic state, an 
aggressive threat to world peace. Part of 
the reason given for the war in Vietnam 
was the need to “contain” Chinese Com- 
munism, 

Now, literally overnight, we are told 
that China is not all these awful things. 
The President-raises his. glass_to toast 
Chairman Mao and Premier Chou En-ial. 
Television commentators who had 
referred to Mao as the “dictator of 
China" now call him; as one network 
newscaster did the other night, the 
“political and spiritual teader of the 
Chinese people.” 

All this is-well and good, and it is cer- 
tainly more reflective of the reality of the 
world situation. But black people rightly 
want to know why this nation can per- 
form ‘such fancy footwork in its foreign 
relations but seems to be so unyielding 
in its domestic policies. The furor over 
busing and housing integration shows us 
an America as rigid in its attitude toward 
crucial domestic issues as it is flexible in 
foreign policy ones. 

The President built a reputation as a 
hardliner toward Communism and 
toward China,-and yet he has very ad- 
mirably-adjusted.his. position.in-the-light 


of world realities. Black people are 
hopetul that what seems to be a hardline 
federal attitude toward busing and 
somerd economic in ENfcdes 
similarly yield to a more flexible attitude. 
The search for peace at home needs as 
much leadership and flexibility as the 
search for peace abroad. 


Many black people are of the opinion 
that if the President could travel to China 
he and other top Administration officiats 
could go into the urban and rural ghetfos 
of America to see for themselves the ef- 
fects of hunger, joblessness and 
discrimination. 


Just as visits to Peking and Shanghai 
will give policy-makers an insight into 
the realities of life in China, so too would 
visits to St. Louis’ miles of abandoned 
downtown bulldings and visits, to im- 
poverished Greene County give policy- 
makers insights into the realities of what 
it means to be poor and black in this 
America of 1972. 

An. important lesson of this trip is that 
when the government decides it wants 
something --in this case, a better 
relationship with China - it simply goes 
ahead and does it. Black people, 
especially in this time of national retren- 
chment on. civil. rights, would like to see 
the same kind of “damn the torpedos, 
full speed ahead" approach to our coun- 
try's racial problems. 

Like the Chinese government, black 
Americans have been ignored and 
unrecognized. Our aspirations have been 
seen through distorted mirrors that inter- 
pret demands for justice as threats and 
equal participation in the society we 
helped build as aggressive “pushiness.” 

Perhaps the demonstration of swiftly 
changing attitudes on the international 
scene will be followed by the same kind 
of necessary changes that will 
adequately discharge America’s moral 
and economic obligations to its 
minorities.

Examination time is at hand; that 
examination to review the black man’s 
ableness to completely manifest his 
ability fo be the first class citizen. The 
black man has been demanding the 
recognition for years; the recognition 
that he is a human being and is capable 
of handling affairs of his tellowmen on a 
par performance with those fellowmen.

QUESTION: My husband is 40 years

ANSWER: No, the credits cannot be 
combined. Under the law, each worker 
must earn the number of credits he or 
she needs to quality for social security 
benefits. And you're right. Your husband 
will need 10 years—or 40 calendar quar- 
ters of work under‘ social security—to 
qualify for retirement benefits at 62. 

QUESTION: | sm not eligible for a 
monthly social security check, but | did 
sign up for Medicare. | am being billed 
every 3 months for my medical in- 
surance premiums. Since | receive 
Veterans Administration pension, can | 
arrange to have my Medicare premium 
deducted trom it? 

ANSWER; No. The premium may be 
deducted only from social security, 
railroad retirement, and civil service an- 
nuity checks.

WHAT IS A TRUSTEESHIP? 

A Trusteeship is a process whereby a 
person who is having trouble paying his 
debts goes to his attorney and 
arrangement is made through the 
Franklin County Municipal Court at City 
Hall to pay a certain percentage of his 
earnings into the court for periodic 
distribution to all creditors. 

This process gives the person relief 
from garnishment. All of the obligations 
of the debtor are listed and a small 
charge is_made for distributing the 
money to creditors.

Reflecting On The Past 


we must never forget the long hard 
road we have been traveling to improve 
the socio-economic conditions of the 
black community in Columbus. We seem 
to be in a perpetual struggle to overcome 
our disadvantaged conditions. We have, 


zindeed, made progress in education, em- 


ployment, housing and politics; never- 
theless, it is wise to look back from 
where we have come in order to make a 
Proper and accurate assessment of our 
progress and to understand what 
Strategies we need to consider today in 
the- struggle toward socio-economic and 
political advancement,

into history, we may wonder if we have 
really made any progress at all. We seem 
to “see different soldiers, but face the 
sanie enemy,” a friend of mine said to 
me the other day.

“Together we labor for God 
and humanity” are’ the Words 
one finds over ~ the 
door of Central Com- 
munity House, “1251 Bryden 
Rd., and’ this slogan aptly ex- 


presses the cohesive 
togetherness which has been 
ofrged between this 


organization and the tam- 
munities it has ably served 
for 35 years. 

“We think of ourselves as 
good neighbor," said Mrs. 
Florence Suzuki, executive 
director of CCH. “And, as 
such-we address ourselves-to 
neighborhood needs and in- 
terests.” 

This spirit was demon- 
strated when the Community 
House "moved to-its present 
location and discovered 
there were a number of 
family care. homes for the 
retarded in the area whose 
residents had rio outlet for 
social and recreational ac- 
tivities. 

“Feeling that here was a 
real need,” said Mrs. Suzuki, 
“we applied for a grant from 


WILLIE ANDERSON 
the Columbus Foundation, 


and received a two-year | 


grant to implement a program 
whichserves~persons who 
are sOmewhat retarded in 
their social functioning.” At 
the present CCH works with 
the Council for Retarded 
Children, and two groups of 
men and women who are 
mentally retarded, providing 
them with the above service. 
Founded because of an 
"ever-increasing need to com- 
bat juvenile delinquency in 
the Market-Mohawk area, the 
Central Community House , 
Aims to provide a com- 
prehensive program for in- 


dividuals and’ coopérativeic-*|~ 


tivitives: These programs aré 
activities are designed to 
provide group, family, and 
neighborhood services, with 
day Care for pre-schoolers 
constituting a recently added 
service, 

Grcup service emphasizes 
Programs which prevent 
delinqueny, schoo! dropouts, 
and places priorities on ser- 
vices on individual needs. 

Major activities center 
around a Pre-School program 
which serves four-year olds 
who do not get to participate 
in the public school's Head- 

» start Program; a- Parents’ 
Group, staffed by the Family 
Service Worker which deals 
with the operation of the Pre- 
School program; club groups 
that provide a small group 
experience for children and 
teens. Z 

Group Service also 
provides for special interests, 
such as Young “Unwed 
Mother. 

Each summer Central 
Community House provides a 
Day Camp for children ages 
six to nine, a Pre-Teen 
program for children 10 to 
1.2, and Family Outings 
where parents and children 
may both enjoy a day in the 
county. CCH also aponsors a 
Family Gardening Project 
which is a self-help project 
whereby neighborhood 
residents are able to raisé 
their own vegetables to sup- 
plement their food budgets. 

Some ofthe activities 
carried out by the Family Ser- 
vice Worker are family and 
individual casework coun- 
seling and case conferences 
with representatives from 
other agencies where there is 
an established mutual con- 
cern, 

The Family Service Worker 
also staffs a Parents’ Group 
and a Neighborhood Home- 
makers’ Club. These two 
groups focus their attention 
primarily on dealing with in- 
dividual concerns and prob- 
lems that affect the total 
neighborhood. 

The most recent innova- 
tions of the Family Worker 
Service is the Teenage Refer- 
ral Group which is a by-pro- 
duct of referrals received 
from a community agent at 
an area school. 

“As the group expanded, 
additional referrals were re- 
ceived from parents and 
friends of those girls who 
were participating in small 
group therapy,” said Mrs. 
Helen Pounds, Family Social 
Worker at CCH, ; 

“These are teenage girls 
who consistently exhibited 
behavior problems in school, 
were truant from home and 
school, and often'in court be- 
cause of petit larceny,” said 
Mrs. Pounds. 

Over 20 girls have been 


actively involved in this 
group for the past year, with 
eight girls still actively par- 
ticipating in each weekly 
session which is held at 
Franklin Jr. High School after 
school hours.

Black History Week was observed in Columbus 
Public Schools last week with music, art, speakers, 
original poetic readings and dramatic skits depicting the 
lives of blacks in America from the. past to the present. 

Programs were generally planned by teams of 
faculty and students working together with the aim to 
provide insight into the black experience, for the benefit 
of blacks and whites as well. 

At East High School, student planning was 
provided by Umoja, a.club designed to help students 
learn and promote “black thought.” The president of the 
club is, Wayne White. 

? Featured at East during the week was WVKO's 
Les Brown, who was the only outside speaker. The 
Ebenezer Baptist Church Choir presented a concert on 

.. Monday. 

Also featured were movies. and recordings of 
Malcolm X, Dr. Martin Luther King, H. Rap Brown and 
other black speakers. 

The school held three~soul food" days, serving 
such items as sweet potato pie, barbecued spareribs 
and fried chicken. 

Principal, Edward Willis, asked teachers to em- 
phasize contributions of blacks, not only historically, 
“but today as well, because the present is what is most 
important." : . 

He said the ideal approach to Black History would 
be to incorporate ‘it into the day to day curriculum, then 
highlight it during Black History Week. 

“Not only in black schools, but in white schools 
also, because it is just as important that they know 
Black History as well,” said Willis.
